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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is responsive to the amendment filed 8/31/09. Claims 6-9 and 11-16 are 
pending. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the elements 
comprising the navigation drive system (claim 6) and the navigation system (claim 11) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. Applicant is also reminded that the specification must be amended to include a 
brief description of the drawing and relevant description thereof in the detailed section 
(note page 4, second paragraph of the substitute specification appears to be readily 
amendable to refer to the added drawing). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."
